Washimito.n-, March 10.— The tariff 
bill, as repoited by the Moate commit- 
tw, makes 10 many dhaagea from the 
mamnat aa it passed the house that 
member of congr«»R are, as a mle, not 
expK'88inj< very docidod opiiiioiiu on it. 
Many of its iirovisioiiH are opiKised by 
different nieuibeiH for locul leasuiia, but 
the belief la general that the bill will 
pass after the conference committut! hua 
made certain oonoeasioDa and changes. 
What theae may be remalna to be de- 
veloped. 

There is little probability that tlie 
measure 'vill U'. mmle satisfactory to the 
various iiiterists repreuented by it, but 
when it conies to the filternativeof eithi-r 
passing the bill, iw the conference coiu- 
mittee reports it, or not huviu;< any tariff 
legislation, the probubilitios aro that it 
will go through. 

It is ahiidst certiiin to do this in tlie 
bouse, but two antagonistic Ucniorriitic 
votes inny duloat it in rh<' acnati.. otnator 
Hill announces tliat lie will tight the in- 
como and loriKH'alion tax provisions. 
Senator .Murphy says he is not sati.'-licd 
with the bill. Si'iiator IJrice doubt-s it.s 
pu-ssage ni its prrseiit torm. 

S«'nutnr \'iK)rliet'S says: "We have but 
t majority in tiie senate, ancl two Demo- 
crats ha\ e tiie iwwor in their hands to 
defeat tiie bill. We realized that to pass 
the bill every Uemocraiic vole wiw nec- 
essary. Tlie ciiniiuittt?e Wiis convinced 
that this unitt^d front cuuM nut l>e as- 
sured without con. essions. It was con- 
cessKJiis (ir no bill. If the bill l oulil 
hav(i paf<s' d without restoring the tax 
on sugar and cual I would nt!ver have 
conceded a point, (ircat reforms are 
never accomplished without conct ssiDUs. 

"The bill a-s it now stands, wtiile not 
reaching is ' ir im I should desire, will 
save annually to the consumers more 
than |70,OUO,UOO and at the same time 
increase the revenues of the government 
over ifCO, 000,000. -Millions of dollais 
uaid hy tin- coiisuim rs under the Mc- 
Kinley tariff goes to the trustii, wliile 
mider this bill the tax will iro to the 
United Btates treasuiy. Last year the 
sugar trusts paid out in dividends tl5,- 
000,000. Then the people had to pay 
)j;i.>.ouii,0uu III b(iUiities to the sugar 
growers, all of which is wiped out in 
this bUl. 

tienator Voorhees said that eaooKh 
concessions had been made to insure the 
passage of toe bill in the senate. There 
could not in- any doubts about that. 
The middle ui April is the time set for 
the tinal vot<' tJii the bill by Mr. V' cor 
hees. The bdl will remaio one week in 
the committee to give tiie Republicans 
an opportunity to make a report against 
it, then it will be rei)orted to the senate, 
where it will remain another week 1)6 
fore taken up for discu.ssiou. Three 
weeks would be sullicieut time for dis 
cussiou in the senate, he said. 

The policj- of th« Democratic side 
would be to let the Republicans do most 
of the talking. The Democrats would 
not oonrame time with long h]><>eches, 
bat would confine their remarks to the 
presentation of facts and reasons for the 
various changes in the schedules. 

There were no reasons, he said, why 
the bill should not reach the president in 
aiz weeks.

Datee, uocoaimts, 
Brazil nnta, peannta and gamUer are 
alao taken from the free Uat. Cod oil ia 
made free of daty. 

Salted nati disappear frum the free 
list. Iron ore is taken from the free liat 
and also olives and orchida, aaaleas and 
palma and other plants need for forcing 
under glass for cut flowtira. Doable and 
twisted silk, or silk advanced in man- 
ufacturing any way, to pay a dnty. 
BajpUB are to be moved to the list.

There ia more bnaincaa and a 
larger prodnetlon by induatriea, for the 
season has arrived when greater activity 
is nectssary if dealers' stocks are to be 
leplenislied, and those who I'aii not 
make calcidatioiis beyond a few oi'intlus 
aro the more anxious to crowd as mud 
trade as tliey safely can into th

in some branches of distributicni, h>>\v 
ever, there are indications of a diminish 
ing demand for goods, and the evid ut 
praferenoefor medium and low priied 
arti<dea with the known n^duction in 
Wagea and family expenditures lea 
many to fi'el somewhat less confident 
that bus nesa will soon recover its for 
mer volume. Undertakings reachm.'.; 
beyond a short time are not made with 
greater ireedom, and in apite of a larger 
present demand prices of manafaotored 
goods tend downward. 

The most distinct gain is in iron and 
steel manufaolore. The output of iiig 
iron increased 10 per cent tnoogh it £ 
still iil.S pir cent less than a year ago 
Trade ia bar iron is very unsatisfactory, 
rails are Uat and with a laiger pro<luc- 
tion of coke, contracts are maae at as 
low prices as ever. Tin is lower, with a 
fall at London boing quoted here at 18..5 
cents, and coi>iter dots not improve 
though lead Ls slightly higher. Ship 
ments of boots and shoes from the etust 
are 14.8 per oeut amaller than a yearag< 
for the same weeha. and parchaaee are 
still mainly of mediom or low priced 
goods. 

In textile mannfacturea and dry goods 
then are increased a(;tivity and replen 
iahment of stocks, as ia natural at this 
season. Bat the demand thus far falls 
much short of expectations, and its char 
acter indicatee great economy in con- 
8um))tion. In woolens also mannUac 
torers are incraaaing prodnction, mainiy 
in a tentative way, or on orders, which 
are UtUe more than aolBdent to test th< 
market. In the paat five weeks the de 
creaae has been <»>ly 18 per cent, which 
ia a marked improvement, in part due 
to the fhct that the milla having an} 
(nderaare buying at once what woo 
thajr expect to need for montba to come. 

Bfeaoatoffa and oils have been 
stronger, proviaioia weaker and cotton 
heeitatea. Wheat advanced one-half 
cent, western receipta being only 2, 1 10, 
087 boshels, against 8,839, lUO lust year, 
and Atlantic exports 1,10:2,170 a:{ain-.t 
775, 1U2 lost year. Com receipts ut th 
west were 8,816,130 bushels againat 2, 
140,981 last year, but the price roee near 
ly 1 cent. Lard and hoga both declined 
nevertheless. 8alea ol cotton were 
larger, at first with some decline, which 
waa afterward recovered. The recovery 
in the price of bar silver, which fell to 
87d, but recovered to 27.ai, has affected 
prices. 

The volume of domestic trade shown 
by clearings decreases for the week (Jiily 
1 7.4 pi'T cent out-ide New York and ;i l .l^ 
per cent hero ( omi)ared with last year 
In foreign trade chaiii<es are alsu for tht 
better, oxpoi is having Ixcn lar^;e, ai.d 
for four wei ks 14 i)er cent larger txiun 
last ye.ir, while the decre;ise in imports 
for i'ebruaiy wa« :{7 per cent. 

Failures are growiiif,' less important 
and somewhat fewer also.

A FORGETFUL SUICIDf. 

Slaabed Himself MThlle Sragted and 

Bervamvd Murder Later. 

Yul X(isroWN, I).. March 10. -"Mur 
der, murder, " were the startling cries 
which yesttrday luoniiiig drew attention 
to one of the strangest cases of suicide 
on record. William L. Dunn, a con 
tractor from Akron, came here a week 
ago and has been on a protracted spree 
ever since. The night before he went to 
bed at a hotel and took large quantities 
of morphine and chloral. About 3 
o'clock in the morning, according to his 
storr, he flot it into hia head he was 
tirea of life. He got a penknife and cut 
his neck in a frightful maimer. He 
bled profusely, bnt being tmder the in 
Huenoe of the dmn, dosed off to sleep. 

In the morning ne awoke and seeing 
himaelf covered with blood, and having 
no recollection then of what had hap- 
Iiened daring the night, he thongbt 
some one haa tried to mnrder him, and 
screamed vigoronaly. Attendants burst 
in the door and found him in a pool of 
blood. Doctors cared for him, and 
when he became thoroughly conscious 
ho recollected what had nanpened and 
told the above story. He will probably 
recover.

What the Law Makers Are Doing at 
Fnakfort in the Oloiiag Days 
•f tk« B«wl<m. 



The bill which provides tliat the State 
thl^l pay $76 per capita a year for oafe 
M^^r idioti waa pawed by a rote of 

The Master Oommiaaioner'i bill was 

passed. Tliia is the substitute offered in 
the House by Mr. Searcy for Mr. Clark's 
bill, i^ieh piOTided a fee of $6 on ad- 
ditional tracts of land sold under the 
same judgment. Mr. Searcy's subatitate, 
whMi Clark approved, raises the 
•present sralo of fees one-half cent. 

The bill which provides methods and 
manner for holding elections in cities 
of the fifth and sixth class whose corpor- 
ate limits embraced parts of two counties 
was passed. 

Senator (ioebel's bill to regulate toll 
on gravel, plunk and t\impike roads came 
np next, uii'l » motion was ma<le to place 
it at (be bottom of the prdera of the day. 
Ptii iiviM iMan liiat the bin woold not 
eOBIf to the top again. Senator Goebol 
antagonised the motion. The bill waa 
simply passed in the orders of the day. 

Mr. Pugh spoke with conniderable feel- 
ing in behalf of the following bill, of 
which he is the author: "That on and 
after January 1, 1896, it shall not be law- 
ful for the authorities of any county, city, 
town or taxing district in this Common- 
wealth to levy or collect any poll or capi- 
tation tax for other than school pur- 
poses."
